THE JULY WEATHER. 


What Prophet Hicks has to Say

The month ought to begin with mod- 


erate eummer temperature and minimum 
of storm disturbances m eight. The 3d 
and dBjs next to it, will bnng a markec 
nae in temperature, with very manifest 
tendencies to storms — electrical and oth- 
erwise. 


From the Gth to llth IB a regular storm 


period, in which, most likely, we will en- 
counter some of the warmest weather ol 
the eummer. On and about the 8th, 9th 
Bud 10th, expect some very active devel 
opments, A brief respite from very high 
temperature is apt to pass eastward 
danug the days immediately preceding 
the reactionary return to warmth and 
storms abont the 14th and 15th.

libraries with moral literature. 


The committee on ethical culture sub- 


mitted that two prizes should bo given 
annually for essays on turning and gen- 
eral subjects. 


A long discussion arose on the propo- 


sition to establish a teachers' seminary 
In Milwaukee, Wls., and to consolidate 
with it thu German-American Teachers' 
Institute of Indianapolis. The Utter 
has been heretofore a proambulatlhg in- 
stitute from city to city. The nesd of 
an institute like this to provide a place 
whore Turner teachers could be qualified 
mentally to teach In public schools 
where the children thus tutored would 
be especially favored In having com- 
petent Instructors to drill both their 
bodies and their minds. Sectional jftal- 
ousy caused the matter to bo lengthily 
debated. The Eastern divisions of the 
Bund did not care to see the West 
monopolize a permanent seat of learn- 
ing of this-kind. Bui this feeling at 
last gave way to the general welfare of 
the Bund. 
Milwaukee was chosen as 


the ooat of this National Institute bo- 
cause it was tho centor of a strongly 
German portion of the country, and, 
moreover, tho Bund had been offered by 
a citizen tho free gift of a valuable lot 
on which to build.
